Parish Council Notes 
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The monthly meeting of the 


JS~. Parish Council was held on Thurs- 
eee 20th May at 7.30 pm in the 
Old Farmhouse. 


PC R. Morris PC Morris, the officer with 
responsibilities for Bar Hill, Lolworth, Dry Dray- 
ton, Coton and Madingley, gave a brief talk to the 
Councillors. He is particularly keen to encourage 
the implementation of Neighbourhood Watch 
Schemes in the Village. He stressed that these are 
not run by the Police and rely on the residents' 
participation for their success. 

Planting of Oak trees around the Perimeter of 
the Village Mr. T. Flanagan reported that he 
had now completed the planting of oaks around 
the outside of the Village. He asked the Council- 
lors for their co-operation in watering and moni- 
toring the condition of the trees, especially while 
they are getting established. 

Parking in the 'Hammerhead' by the School 
Once again, concern was expressed by all Council- 
lors at the danger to children caused by parents 
driving up to the ‘hammerhead’ to drop children 
off at School and, again, in the afternoon to collect 
children. This matter had been raised by a resident 
who was extremely concerned about the safety of 
the children. Although this matter was, strictly 
speaking, a School concern, the Parish Council felt 
that the situation had remained unresolved for too 
long and the Clerk was asked to contact the 
Education Authority of Cambs. County Council to 
see if they would assist in the matter. 

Allotments Society: Request for permission to 
replace shed The Chairman of the Allot- 
ments Society had requested permission for his 
Society to replace their shed with a concrete 
building for the storage of tools. He also asked 
whether the Parish Council could make a dona- 
tion or loan towards the cost of the replacement. 
Although the Councillors were sympathetic to- 
wards the Society's need to replace the shed with 
a more permanent structure, they asked that the 
matter be raised again with the Parish Council 
once the Allotments Society had discussed the 
matter in more detail at their AGM on 27th May. 

Village Twinning The Clerk will be investi- 
gating the possibility of twinning Bar Hill officially 
with a Village overseas. 

Parking problems in residential areas of the 
Village The Clerk would be requesting 
the County Council Highways Department to dis- 
cuss the problem of residents’ parking in areas 
such as Otter Close. It was suggested that it may be 
feasible to allot further areas for parking so as to 
ease the present problems.

8 oz. flour 

pinch of salt

4 oz. sugar cherries (optional) 


1 egg 1 oz. chopped peel 
milk or milk & water to mix 


Sieve the flour and salt into a basin and rub in 
the fat. Add the spice, sugar and beaten egg, and 
finally sprinkle in the prepared fruit and peel and 
lightly stir in sufficient liquid to give a dropping 
consistency. Turn the mixture into a well-greased 
7" cake tin and bake in a moderate oven (350F Gas 
mark 4) for 1 Ms hours until golden brown on top 
and cooked through.

At the pond, Damselfly nymphs have been seen 
crawling up the stems of the flag iris, the surface of 
the water is still being colonised by insects such as 
Pond Skaters, Water Measures, Water Boatmen, 
Whirligig Beetles, Red Water Mites and several 
types of spider which race about on the surface 
film in search of prey. 

On the grassy banks, the Coltsfoot has now 
finished flowering, and is letting its white seed be
